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New R ecipe for Fixing Shrimp Specialty

Ever hear of Srhimp 
Norfolk? 
It's a dish that probably originatt^ 
along the Virginia seacoast and is 
now popular in Richmond. A friend 
told US about it but no Southern 
cook book in our collection yielded 
the recipe. Then we heard that the 
dish was served at an old and 
respected businessman’s club (the 
Commonwealth) in Richmond and 
the club’s chef kindly obliged with 
the directions for making this sea­ 
food specialty. 
Most Virginians, 
we 
are told, 
like the shrimp dish with plenty 
of “ Norfolk” 
— in other words, 
plenty of its tart sauce. Trying it 
in our own 
kitchen, we 
found 
Shrimp Norfolk delightful to serve! 
with rice. And although Richmond | 
directions 
call 
for 
using 
either! 
cider or tarragon vinegar, we pre-’ 
fer the former. Here's our version 
the dish: 
Shrimp Norfolk, Richmond Style 
Ingredients: 1 package (8 oun­ 
ces) shelled and deveined individ­ 
ually froezn shrimp, 3 tablespoons 
butter or margarine, ^ teaspoon 
salt, 3 tablespoons cider vinegar or 
tarragon vinegar, 2 teaspoons lem­ 
on juice, 2 to 4 lemon slices 2 toi 
4 lemon-peel bows, parsley, pap­ 
rika. 
Method: Turn frozen shrimp in- 


to 9- or 10-inch skillet. Set over! 
high heat. When glaze starts to! 
melt, turn shrimp gently until all; 
glaze has melted. Remove slillet 
from heat; with a cover to hold 
back shrimp, pour off glaze; re­ 
serve glaze. Add butter, salt, vine­ 
gar and lemon juice to shrimp in 
skillet; return to moderately lowj 
heat. Cook, stirring often, just un­ 
til shrimp are opaque through ;j 
this will probably fake only a fewj 
minutes. If desired, 
add 
I or 2 
tablespoons of the reserved shrimp 
liquid. Serve shrimp and sauce as 
is; or remove shrimp and reduce 
small amount of sauce even more 
by cooking rapidly for a minute or 


so. Garnish each serving with lem­ 
on slices, 
lemon - peel 
bows and 
parsley sprigs: sprinkle with pap­ 
rika. Kxtra salt and pepper-pref- 
erably fresh-ground — are passed 
to be added to ta.ste. French-fried 
potatoes and

We find that individually frozen 
shrimp that come all shelled and

In the new spaper par­ 
lance of his day that m eant he was also 
a publisher of news. 


There may have been times when Ben 
was pretty fagged out with his innum er­ 
able activities, but never too m uch so 
that he could no t “peddle his own pa­ 
pers 


Legend has H that this great A m eri­ 
ca 1 did just that — peddle his own pa­ 
pers — on m any occasions and thereby 
became the first new spaper carrier. At 
least Jo e Forsee, circulatio n m anager of 
the Sedalia Demo crat says it's so: and 
he was justly surprised to learn that 
several 
of 
his 
Optimist 
Club 
fellow 
m em bers knew 
it. too. when he asked 
them the question. 
Franklin, the patro n saint of printing, 
wa» an advo^. ate of freedo m of speech 
and press but was am o ng the first to 
emphasize that the defenders of it would 
have their paths strew n with po tential 
woe. 
In his “Apologv' Fo r F ruiters“ he 
po mts out that the printer runs a hazard 
of o ffending peo ple since he necessarily 
publishes m atters of opinio n and th ere 
is no subject under H eaven on which 
m en’s opinions do not differ. 
The mer- 


chant, o r the tradesm an, can deal with 
peo ple of every shade of belief and 
m ake a pro tit fro m each. 
But if a new s­ 
paper publishes co ntro versial o r unpo p­ 
ular facts o r o pinio ns the publisher m ay 
be held b\ most angry readers as equally 
guilty with the writer. 
Rut, as Franklin 
opines, printers are educated to the be­ 
lief that “ when truth and e rro r have 
fair play, the fo rm er is always an o ver­ 
m atch fo r the latter.’’ 
Franklin rem arks that if all printers 
were determ ined not to print anything 
until perfectly sure it would o ffend no ­ 
bo dy th ere would be very little printed. 
This great m an knew so m ething abo ut 
the new spaper business. 
He co nducted 
the Pennsylvania Gazette fo r 34 years 
and his alm anac circulated fro m Maine 
to the { aro linas. 
He co rrespo nded w ith 
W^^bster abo ut his newlv published dic­ 
tio nary and with Baskerville in England 
abo ut his new face of type.

Rich­ 
ardson K due for appointment in the nex t few 
weeks as a U. S. district judge of eastern M» - 
•ouri. 


Though there is one Nei^ro Judge Hastie, on 
the C^urt <rf Appeals, no Negroes have been 
appointed to a federal district court. 
Mr, Rich- 
ard.son, bom in Nai^ville. he« been a pra<'ticmg 
attorney in southern Iliinois and St. I^uis for 
some tim e, was appointed by Roosevelt as at­ 
torney in The office of price adm inistration, and 
ha.s been an asaistant to the chairm an of The 
Republican national committee. 
Justice D epartm ent insider.s indicate that .At­ 
torney General Btowneil m ay have a dual mt^ive 
in appointing Richardson to the federal bench 
if! St. Louis; (1) RecognitwMi of a prominerrt Ne­ 
gro who would help with the Negro vote; <2* 
a slap at senior Judge George Moore. 
Judge Moore, who has served fo r two decades 
on the Federal bench, has resented some of the 
Justice D epartm ent's tactics and hasn’t hesita­ 
ted to ride Brownell hard. .Tudge Moore also

Churchill the leader, 
leftersori the architect cannot eclipse Jefferson 
the state.sman. But most of us rise or fall 
somewhat with our hobbies. And, fortunately, 
rarely too far above or below that average of 
human decency and intelligence that makes men 
kind. 


The Women's Vole 


GOP leaders are banking heavily on the wo­ 
men’s vote to re-elect tbe Elseohower-.Nix en 
ticket. 


For the first time ui history more women than 
men are ex pected to go lo polk. Over 5.1.000,- 
000 women are now' eligible to vote compared 
with only 50.600 noo men, and private polls show 
that the women fovor Ike. They like his .smile 
arid they credit him W'ith ending the Korean war. 


Are Rights Invaded? 


A lot of people are showing heightened 
a o i- 
cern over what happens to the rights of the citi­ 
zen when police set up road blockade.s and m ake 
large .scale checks of motorists and their cars. 


This practice is now' in use in such states as 
New York, New Jersey, Tennes.see, Illinoi.s and 
California. 


These blockades may have a v ariety of pur- 
po .ses. 


In Westche.ster County, 
N. Y., the authorities 
say they look for drunken drivers. Obviously 
such a check may reveal m any w'ho are driving 
without licenses. And occasionally the catch-all 
check m ay accidentally produce a crim inal fug­ 
itive o r turn up a traveling arsenal. 


Tlie elem ent of surprise can be an im portant 
factor in the ma.ss road check, so often it is set 
up at widely varying location.s and tim es. If the 
route Is a heavily traveled one. thou.sands of 
m otorists may be subject to delays while the 
check goes on. 


.A distinction has to be m ade here, of course, 
between this sort of tiling and the long estab­ 
lished practice of setting up special roadblocks 
to trap fleeing crim inals, or requiring car in­ 
spections to prevent the movement across .state 
borders of diseased or in.sect-ridden agricultural 
prodtice. 


The que.stioTi which arise« is whether the polkre 
in imposing catch-all blockades may not be inter­ 
fering with the m otorist’s right to travel unchal­ 
lenged on the open road, iust ae he walk* the 
sidew'alk without 
interference. 


A good m any responsible law enforcement 
agencies, the representatives of the automobile 
club« , and some others appear to feel that the 
growing u.se of the mass check is unw arranted 
and constitutes infringement of the citizen’s 
rights. 


Northwestern University’.* Traffic Institute de­ 
clares; 


“ Bloc'kades cannot, be opened naerely as an in­ 
quisitorial device to di.scover chance law \io la- 
tor.s It must be hom e in mind particularly that 
our courts generally will not condone roadblocks 
established prim arily for indiscrim inate search­ 
ing of individuals and tlie vehicles in which they 
are riding at the tim e.” 


It .should be rem em bered that the law does not 
permit the police to .search your hou.se without 
a warrant. There is much evidence that citizens 
are. in fact .similarly protected when riding in 
their cars. Many state courts will not accept 
evidence gained by unlawful search. 


Police in some area.s may be intrigued with 
the fi.shnet ‘(H'hnique of apprehending large num­ 
bers of minor law violators. But the convenience 
of this meiiuKl to them should not ob.scure the 
inconvenience and unfairness it .spells to thous­ 
ands of motorist.s who are not guilty of even the 
smalle.st violation. 


If tlie Traffic Institute, the automobile cluKs 
and many law enforcement agencies are right, 
the haphazard mas.s roadblock is not only of 
doubtful legality but is an uivwise penalty upon 
the man who ventures forth in his car. 
Public outcry ha.s stopped the practice in some 
places. Perhaps there should he more of it.

best possible vision and of prevent­ 
ing blindness i« not ex clusively a 
problem for adults who develop 
glaucoma, cataract« , or other eye 
di.sturbances 
It seems to be 
a 
fairly generally accepted fact, for 
ex ample, that one out of every 
four school-age youngsters need* 
some form of eye care. 
This would give us about 8 ,(X» ,- 
000 children, some of whom w’lll 
become blind if they do 
n o t re­ 
ceive care and many othiM-.s who 
wall have .serious handicaps. 
At least some of these children 
do poorly in theM- school 
wnrk 
and 
constitute 
a 
problem 
nght 
now for their teacher* and their 
families because they cannot see 
well enough. 
It ,*eem« obrious from this that 
we should intensify our efforts to 
find the 
riauaJ defect* in school 
children. 
Much progravs m this direction 
ha* already taken 
place. 
Many 
schools 
now 
give 
the 
cniJdren 
“ screening” eye tests and if any­ 
thing suspicious is found the par­ 
ents are notified. 
There was another v iul point 
brought out by one of the speak­ 
ers at the meeting. .Many common 
visual defects, he said, including 
crossix l eyes and 
near and far 
.sightedne.**, 
are best treated in 
infancy and early childhood. This 
is before the child reaches .school 
age. 
Indeed,

there is no hesitancy m pre.scrib- 
ing gla.SvSes for infants a.s young 
as 10 month.« . Crossed eyes .should 
be attacked really early in life. 
The

as 
the child and his eyes grow older. 
Appropriate 
treatm ent 
b e f o r e 
school 
age may elim inate such 
visually 
produced 
problems 
as 
blurred sight, headache, double vi­ 
sion. 
irritability, 
tilting of 
the 


head, nt>r\ou.sness. and perso nality 
changes. 
If IS not true, he point I'd out. 
that wearing gla>sos will change 
a child's vi.sion or w*'aken 
his 
eyes. Glasses do rn'it change the 
eyes They do improve the vi.sion, 
making the image clearer. They 
relieve what i soften an abnormal 
effort on the part of the eye m us­ 
cles and the fatigue which results. 
The value of early le,sting of 
vision and early correction is illu.s- 
trated by an ex perience mentioned 
by the .speaker 
A six -year-old was labeled men­ 
tally 
retarded 
F'x amination 
re­ 
vealed that he was seriously far 
.sighted and this ex plained his in­ 
ability to learn in school. When 
the difficulty was corrected the 
educational problem was improv­ 
ed.
